And thee ſaith, T hat now lately thoſe 
foure women did violently draw her by the haire of the 
kcad, and layd her on the toppe of a Hay-mowe, in 
the ſaid Hepry Bierleyes Barne, And thee faith further, 
T har nor long attcr the faid Jemnet Brierley did meete 
this Examinate nzere vnto the place where [hee dwel. 
leth, and firſt appeared in her owne |:kencfle, and alter 
'thar in the likencfle of a blacke Lopgr,and as this Exa- 
minate did goc ouera Style, [hee picked heroff: how- 
beir thre ſaith ſhee had no hurt then, but roſe againe, 
and went ro her Aunts in Osbaidetton, and reterncd 
backe againe ro her Fathers houſe the ſame night, be- 
ing fetchcd home byher father. And ſhe faith, T har 
in her way homc-wards [hcedid then teli her Father,
